BILL OF RIGHTS 

''Thc-'Socond Article of tho Coustlr 
tiitlon of tho State of llllnola la known 
na tho Bill of Jllghta. nnd conslata of 
certain constitutional RUaranteos, 
which you should Hud iMlcrcHliiig 
reading. Thoy are na followa: ^ 

SMCT.IOM 1. 

All men arc by nature free ami in- 
dependent, nnd have certain Inherent 
and Innllenablo rights. Among them 
aro life, liberty, nnd pursuit of happi- 
ness. To secure Ihoae rlghta, and tho 
protection of property, governnientH 
arc Inatltuted ntrjong men, deriving 
tbelr JuBt powers from the conaent of 
tlio governed. 

SECTION ,2- 

No person shall ho doprlvcti of life 
liberty, or property without due prr>- 
ceas of law. 

SECTION 3. 

The froo oxerclao nnd enjoyment 
of rollgloua profession nnd worship, 
without discrimination, shall fororcr 
ho Rtinranleed, and no person shall 
be denied any civil or political right, 
privilege or capacity on account of hta 
religious oplnloiut; but tho liberty of 
conscience, hereby aecurod aliall-not 
be construed to dispense with oaths 
or nmrmatlona • • • • • or Justify 
practices Inconalstent with tho peace 
or safety of tho State. No person 
ahall bo required to attend or support 
any mlnUtry or place of worship 
against hla consent, nor ehall any 
I preference, bo given by law to any 



rolIglouB denomination or mode of 
worship. 

SECTION 4. ' 

Every person may freely speak, 
write or publish on all aubjecti^, be* 
Ing responsible for the abuse of that 
liberty; nnd in all trials for llb«I, 
both civil and criminal, tlie truth, 
when published with good motives, 
and for Justlllablo ends, shall be a 
aufllclent dofcuse. 

SECTION 6. 

Tho right of trial by Jury, as here- 
toforo enjoyed, shall remain inviolate; 
but tho trial of civil cases before Jua- 
ticos of the peaco by a Jury of less 
than twelve (12) men may bo author- 1 
Izcd by law. 

SECTION 6, , ! 

Tho right of tho^ people to be ae- 1 
cure lu their persona, houses, papers 
and effects, against unreaaonable 
searches and aclzures shall not be 
violated, and no warrant shall laauo 
without probable cause, supported by 
aOldavit, particularly describing the 
place to bo searched, and the persons 
or things to be seized. 

BBKJTION 7. 

All persona shall be bailable by 
sufllclent sureties, except for capital 
offenses, where tho proof la ovldont, 
or tho presumption great; and the 
prlvtloge of the writ of Habeaa Corpus 
ahall not bo auspended, unless when 
In cases of rebellion or Invasion the 
public safety may require It. 

SECTION 8. 



t^ person ahall be held to answer 
for a criminal offenso, unless on In- 
dlcLmont of a grand Jury, except hi 
cases In which tho puulshmont Ih hy 
flno, or Imprlsonmont oth^rAvlKo than 
lu the penitentiary, In cases of Im- 
peachment, and In cases arising In 
the army and navy, or lu the mllltla, 
when In actual aorvlce In time of war 
or public danger; provided that tho 
grand Jury may bo abollabod by law 
In all caaes.

This board will then proceed 
to make arrangements for tlie selec- 
tion and purchase of a suitable site 
for the new school, tho erection and 
equipment of the building as weil as 
for Its future maintenance. Mr. Simp- 
eon Informed the district that the 
school was in existence as soon as 
ttie vote was directed In Its favor, and 
that It must ho open for tho reception 
of pupils, at the opening of the com- 
ing year next September aud if Its 
•wn building Is not ready at that 
time it will have to he opened In tem- 
porary quarters.

"Ever since 1921 the number of state 
banks has been declining," Mr. Hanes 
says. "Between 1931 and 1934 tho de- 
cline was rapid. Figures for December 
31, 1934, showed that tho downward 
trend has not yet ended, but the de- 
cline last year was tho smallest In 
twelve years." 

There are now. ho says, about ten 
thousand state banks, which term In- 
cludes all state chartered Institutions 
with the exception of matual savlngi 
banks. Tho article continues - 

*'Even more significant was thotend- 
log of the decline of deposits In state 
banks which had been going on since 
tho collapse of tho stock market boom 
In 1929. In recent years for which fig- 
ures a:re available the drop has been 
particularly abrupt. Total deposits Id 
state banks declined from 120,395,762,- 
OOO on December 31. 1931, to 115.424,- 
S23.0O0 on December 81, 1933. The rec- 
ord for 1934 shows a recovery to |17,- 
608,769,000 at the year-end. 

Sflnificanu of locrciicd Depeiitt 

"It Is particularly gratifying to note 
the expansion of deposits, since U was 
their decline which made necessary the 
liquidation of Investments, the calling 
of loans, and all tho other phenomena 
which go under tho name of 'deflation' 
and have brought banks so much criti- 
cism in recent years. It is now plain 
that this was due to efforts of the 
banks to place themselves in tho pos- 
session of enough (Iquld assets to meet 
the growing demands of depositors for 
the return of a part of tho money which 
had been placed on deposit 

"That this Is true Is borne out by the 
movement of Invested funds of state 
banks, which has paralleled that of de- 
posits. These Invested funds (loans and 
discounts plus investments) for state 
banks, dropped from $20,291,320,000, at 
the end of 1931. to I14.915.773.O00 at the 
end of 1933. By December 31, 1934, how- 
ever, they had recovered to |15,769,B10.- 
000. All of this gain Is accounted for 
by the Increase In Investments during 
1934, the expansion amounting to ap- 
proximately 11,300.000,000. 

"As for loans and discounts, they reg- 
istered a slight drop again In 1934, but 
the rate of decline was much smaller 
than In previous years, which In Itself 
Is progress. Whereas tho drop In loans 
and discounts amounted to approxi- 
mately $3,300,000,000 In 1932, and to ap- 
proximately $1,300,000,000 In 1933, It 
was less than J500,000.000 In 1934. 

"In another respect the balance sheet 
figures for December 31, 1934, were es- 
pecially Impressive. Bills payable and 
rediscounts of tho state banks, which 
at the end of 1932 bad reached a de- 
pression high of 1669,709,000, had 
dropped by the close of last year to the 
low flguro of $82,101,000. One must 
search the records as far back as 1917 
to nnd bills payable and rediscounts of 
state banks at a lower figure. More- 
over, It Is reasonable to expect a further 
reduction of such borrowings during 
the current year."

Despite the slackening of busi- 
ness now apparent, despite expressions 
of disappointment we hear from vari- 
ous Quarters, nevertheless I am confl* 
dent that these fundamental beallag 
procosses. If not spectacular, are none 
tho less surely at work. 

Oradually oar business leaders are 
showing greater confldencn In the fu- 
ture and are assuming a more forward 
looking position. I firmly believe that 
If wo will make up our minds to replace 
fear-psychology with confldeuce-psy- 
ehology tho resnits will fully Justify 
such a new attitude. 



BANKERS' ASSOCIATION 
STIIVI ULATES ADV ERTISING 

The American Bankers Association's 
Advertising Department reports rapid 
progress of the uso by banks of the In- 
formative bank newspaper advertising 
prepared by it for members to assist 
them In rebuilding public confldencs 
and g^sd will In their communities. 

The central themo ef this adTcrtlsIng 
service deals with the "essential tine of 
economic and social service that all 
sound blinking Inherently renders the 
depositor and the public," the report 
says, showing that "It Is not banking 
laws which make banking useful and 
safe, but that fundamentally It is hon- 
esty and skill In management under pri- 
Tate Initiative." 

The Advertising Department Is sup- 
plying about a thousand members of 
the association with newspaper and 
other advertising material. Tho news- 
paper material totals about 50,000 od- 
vertlsements annually. The growth of 
the work o( the department Is shown 
by the following flgures: On September 
1, 1934, the number of banks being 
served regularly each month was «23. 
The total number on April 1, 1935, was 
924, an Increase of 301 regular sub- 
scribers, or 49 per cent In a period of 
seven months.

The Inspection covers eighty leadlME 
questions and seventeen recommenda- 
tlons which are Instructive In the pre- 
vention of such crimes. These relate to 
such subjects as the uso of alarms and 
other protective equipment, also the 
condition of windows, doors, skylights 
and other entrances which have facili- 
tated the early morning entry of ban- 
dits who kidnap bank employees from 
their homes during the night, or break 
Into tho bank premises and bind and 
gag the employees..
